You will answer truthfully all inquiries by the probation officer, and follow the instructions of the probation officer. 

You wiii support your dependents and meet other family responsibilities, to include complying with any court order or order of administrative 

process requiring the payment of child support. 

You will work regularly at a lawful occupation unless excused by the probation officer for schooling, training, or other acceptable reasons. 

You will notify the probation officer at feast ten days prior to any change of residence or employment 

You will not frequent places where controlled substances are illegally sold, or administered; you shall refrain from excessive use of alcohol and 

will not purchase, possess, use/distribute or administer any controlled substance or paraphernalia; related to such substances, except as 

prescri bed by a physicia n . 

You wiii not associate with any persons engaged in criminal activity, and will not associate with any person convicted of a crime unless granted 

permission to do so by the probation officer. 

You wiii permit la probation officer to visit at any time at your home, employment or elsewhere and will permit confiscation of any contraband 

observed in plain view by the probation officer. 

You will notify the probation officer within seventy-two hours of being arrested, questioned, or upon having any contact with a law enforcement 

officer. 

You wilt not enter into any agreement to act as an informer or special agent of a law enforcement agency without the permission of the Court, 
As directed by ihe probation officer, you will notify third parties of risks that may be occasioned by your criminal record or personal history or 
characteristics, and permit the probation officer to make such notifications and to confirm your compliance with such notification requirements. 
You will not possess a, firearm, destructive device, or other dangerous weapon. 



ADDITIONAL CONDITIONS: 

FINANCIAL INFORMATION - The defendant shall Iprovide complete access to financial information, including 



disclosure of all business and personal finances, to the U.S. Probation Office. 

EMPLOYMENT RESTRICTION -The defendant shall maintain full-time, legitimate employment and not be unemployed 
for a term of more than 30 days unless excused m writing by the U.S. probation Officer. Further, the defendant shall 
provide documentation including, but not limited to pay stubs* contractual agreements, W-2 Wage and Earnings 
Statement^, and other documentation requested by the U.S. Probation Officer. 

SELF-EMPLOYMENT RESTRICTION -The defendant shall obtain prior written approval from the U.S. Probation Officer 
before entering into any self-employment. 

MENTAL ANGER TREATMENT - The defendant shall participate in an approved treatment program for mental anger 
Control, as directed by the U.S. Probation Officer, and abide by all supplemental conditions of treatment. 

>N-FATIENT/QUT*PATIENT TREATMENT - Participation may include in patient/outpatient treatment, if deemed 



necessary, The dependant Will contribute to the costs of services rendered (co-payment) in an amount determined 
by the U.S. Probation Officer, based on ability to pay or availability of third party payment.

All criminal monetary penalty payments are to be made to the United States District Court; Clerk, 333 Constitution Ave., N.W., 
Rm. 1825, Washington D.C. 20001 , except those payments made through the Bureau of Prisons' Inmate Financial Responsibility Program. 
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
